Makarios led free Cyprus

Archbishop Makarios, a bearded, soft-spoken priest, 


led Cyprus through its bloody war of independence 
from Britain. He became its first president and we.3 
beset by the sectarian feuding and terrorism that has 
dogged the island nation ever since it became free. 
Makarios was reportedly killed in a military coup 
this morning. 


Born Michael Mouskos at Panayia on Aug. 13, 1913, 


he was the son of a poor Greek Cypriot herdsman. 
When he was 13, the boy entered the Kykko monastery 
in the Troodos mountains near Panayia, remaining 
there seven years. He went to Greece in 193* to study 
theology and took the name Makarios, meaning 
"blessed," when he became a monk. 


He was ordained a priest in 1946, came to the United 


States to study at Boston University and served as a 
priest in Orthodox churches in New England. But back 
in Cyprus, he was elected Bishop of Kition and he 
returned home to take up his duties in 1949. 


When Makarios returned to Cyprus, he had two 


missions in mind: to spur independence from British 
rule and to reorganize the Cypriot church. In 1950, at 
the age of 37, he was elected archbishop — and his 
campaign was on in full- 


But Makarios soon ran into opposition from the 


Turkish Cypriot minority because of his support for 
enosis — union with Greece. The Turkish Cypriots 
opposed this, as did Turkey, the guardian of the 
Turkish Cypriots' rights. 


The fight he led against the British in the early 1950s 


began with passive resistance, then undergrounds 
were formed to battle the British with smuggled arms. 
In 1956, the British seized the archbishop and exiled 
him to the Seychelles Islands. He returned in 1959 as 
a national hero and the undisputed leader of the Greek 
Cypriots. He was elected president at the end of 1959; 
his term vas extended by the House of Representa- 
tives, and in 1968 he was re-elected to another five-year 
term. 


Makarios' political ideology had changed since his 


first years back from Boston, and he came to value 
Cypriot self-determination above enosis. As president, 
he sought to establish a constitution that protected both 
the Greek Cypriot majority and the Turkish Cypriot 
minority. 


But late in 1963 he proposed constitutional changes 


that the Turkish Cypriots considered threats to the 
rights of their minority, and bitter communal warfare 
followed. Makarios opposed a Turkish plan to partition 
the island, and in early 1964, a United Nations force 
came in and restored a modicum of order. 


The military coup in Greece in April 1967 stirred the 


situation up again, but the U.N. Security Council 
extended the life of the peacekeeping forces and Greece 
made concessions that helped to quiet the situation. 


The Greek Cypriot underground continued 


terrorism, however, aimed at achieving enosis, and 
earlier this month Makarios warned that the 
underground and the Greek military regime might be 
joining forces to overthrow or assassinate him. 
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uncertain in coup 


ATHENS (AP) - Greek army offi- 


cers commanding the Cypriot National 
Guard have seized control of Cyprus 
and toppled the government of Presi- 
dent Makarios, Radio Cyprus an- 
nounced today. Reports differed on the 
fate of Makarios. 


Radio Cyprus announced newspaper 


publisher Nicholas Sampson had been 
appointed president to succeed Ma- 
karios. Sampson publishes the news- 
paper Oachi, meaning combat. 


The radio earlier reported that Ma- 


karios had been killed but did not re- 
peat this report in announcing the ap- 
pointment of Sampson. 


A Turkish Cypriot radio monitored in 


Ankara said Makarios had survived the 
coup and taken refuge with the United 
Nations force assigned to keep peace 
between Greeks and Turks on the is- 
land. 


The Turkish broadcast said Makarios 
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appealed 
to "all loyal Cypriots to 


struggle to end the foreign aggression 
in our homeland." It said he also 
sought United Nations intervention to 
halt "unnecessary bloodshed among 
brothers." 


In Greece a military source said the 


Greeek armed forces had been put in a 
state of alert, and in Turkey Premier 
Bulent Ecevit canceled a trip to Tur- 
key's Agean area and called an extraor- 
dinary cabinet meeting. 


Ecevit declared Turkey "will not let 


any alien touch the Turkish commu- 
nity's basic rights on the island." 


The Greek officers of the National 


Guard were recently accused by Ma- 
karios of supporting the terrorist Eoka- 
B organization, which seeks to unite 
Cyprus with Greece. 


Union with Greece, or Enosis, had 


also been an early goal of Makarios, 
but he gave it up m favor of an inde- 
pendent Cyprus because of bitter oppo- 
sition to Enosis by the island's large 
Turkish minority. 


Makarios, 60, was the political leader 


for the island's struggle for indepen- 
dence from Britain in the 1950s and had 
been president since Cyprus became 
independent on Aug. 16, 1960. He had 
been archbishop and head of the Cypr- 
iot Orthodox Church since 1950. 


Britain's high commissioner to 


Cyprus, Steven Olver, reported to Lon- 
don that the presidential palace in Ni- 
cosia was under attack, but "there is 
no confirmation on the whereabouts of 
President Makarios," a spokesman for 
the British Foreign Office reported. 


Olver reported that there was fight- 


ing in Nicosia, the nation's caps'.al, and 
in Limassol. He said tanks '.ad sur- 
rounded the Nicosia airport, end the re- 
bel forces had taken over Radio 
Cyprus. 


Normal communications with 
the 


Mediterranean island off the south 
coast of Turkey were severed, and the 
international airport at Nicosia was 
closed. 


Turkish Premier Ecevit said of Ma- 


karios' reported ouster- "By utilising 
force, we do not think anyone can 
achieve any political results. 


"Though we have no specific and de- 


tailed information on the nature of the 
Cyprus developments, let me express 
my deepest concern for the reported 
bloodshed." 


In Israel, monitors picked up a 


broadcast identified as coming from 
"Radio Free Cyprus." It said the Na- 
tional Guard had seized Radio Cyprus 
and was broadcasting lies, including 
the report of Makarios' death. 


"Everything is lies. Makarios is al- 


ive. He is alive," the broadcast said. 


Radio Cyprus reported the National 


Guard had arrested the entire tactical 
reserve force, including its commander 
and his staff. 


This indicated the tactical reserve, a 


national police force set up by Ma- 
karios to offset the Greek-led National 
Guard, was resisting the army takeo- 
ver. 


The National Guard warned the pub- 


lic to stay at home and not to obey any 
calls to take part in any rally. It pro- 
hibited the driving of any vehicles 
other than ambulances and hospital 
cars 


Airline, copper industries 
others plagued by strikes

National Airlines and the copper in- 


dustry were hit by strikes today, but a 
tentative settlement was reached in the 
lengthy walkout by garbagemen and 
other city employes in Baltimore. 


A union spokesman said negotiators 


would recommend approval of the offer 
to 3,000 striking Baltimore employes, 
some of whom have been off the job 
since July 1. A separate dispute involv- 
ing city police remained unsettled with 
the issue of reprisals the main stum- 
bling block. 


The National Airlines strike involved 


mechanics. In the copper industry, 
workers walked out on four major pro- 
ducers in a dispute that threatened to 
involve 30,000 industry employes. 
Prison guards and other workers pick- 
eted a dozen state facilities in Ohio, 
with employes at some state liquor 
stores vowing to join the job action. 


The dispute between the National 


Football League Players Association 
and the NFL Management Council in- 
volving players' rights entered its third 
week with no settlement in sight. The 
College All-Star game already has been 


canceled due to the dispute and the 
next casualty could be the July 27 Hall 
of Fame Game in Canton, Ohio, which 
begins the exhibition season. 


In Baltimore, union spokesman 


Barry Able said union and city negotia- 
tors reached agreement in the munici- 
pal employes strike at about 2 a.m. 
Three hours later, he said, both sides 
in the police dispute reached agree- 
ment on economic issues. He said the 
negotiators would recommend approval 
of the offer if it included a pledge of no 
reprisals against striking police, who

Courthouse siege continues 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two armed 


convicts today rejected government of- 
fers and pressed their siege in the U.S. 
District Court cellblock even though 
their seven hostages had escaped 
nearly 24 hours earlier. 


The hostages fled Sunday morning 


after enduring 68 hours of captivity. 
The escape became possible when au- 
thorities smuggled a key to the hos- 
tages 


Justice Department spokesman Mark 


Sheehan said today that Frank Gorham 
Jr. turned down a government offer to 
fly Gorham and his partner, Robert N. 
Jones, to federal prison medical facil- 
ities in Springfield, Mo., or Marion, 111. 


Sheehan cited no reason for the refu- 


sal, but Gorham said in a telephone 
call to radio station WASH that the pair 
sought a prison on the East Coast or 
"Lawrence Coast," presumably mean- 
ing the St. Lawrence River. 


Before the line was mysenously cut 


off, Gorham said that in addition to the 


geographical demand, the pair wanted 
assurances they would not be separated 
and that they would not be confined to 
solitary. 


Negotiations between authorities and 


the two convicts continued through the 
night and into the morning. Food also 
was sent down to the prisoners, Shee- 
han said. 


Earlier, the government turned off 


the air conditioning in the basement of 
the courthouse at the foot of Capitol 
Hill and briefly turned the furnace on. 
The temperatures outside hovered in 
the high 80s. 


At 7 p.m. Sunday, the convicts re- 


leased a woman inmate, Almeda Wash- 
ington, one of several prisoners in the 
detention center caught up in the 
standoff when Gorham and Jones used 
a concealed .22-caliber pistol to take 
over at 2 p.m. Thursday. 


For the first time, the two convicts, 


who had repeatedly told newsmen they 
would kill the hostages if denied safe 


passage from the country, were alone 
in the cellblock. 


The convicts had voluntarily released 


one of their original eight hostages 
early Friday and 14 other prisoners 
Saturday morning. 


By Sunday morning, Gorham, a 26- 


year-old convicted bank robber and 
one-time Vietnam paratrooper, 
was 


sleeping. Jones, 24, also known as Otis 
Wilkerson and a veteran of a previous 
jail revolt in 1972, was on the phone 
negotiating with Chief Marshal George 
McKmney. 


One of the hostages, deputy marshal 


Calvin L. Mouton, had conceived a 
scheme for escape and relayed it to of- 
ficials in a 7:30 a.m. telephone call. 
Mouton had asked them to smuggle the 
hostages an elevator key in a sanitary 
napkin requested by one of the women 
in the cellblock. 


Uncertain of Miss Washington's sym- 


pathies, they had not told her of the 
plan and she said later she was in a dif- 
ferent area at the time. 


The package with the key was deliv- 


ered, unsearched, to deputy marshal 
William Colquit. The hostages moved 
to a rear elevator out of Jones' sight. 


Mouton unlocked the elevator. Dep- 


uty marshal Joe Driskell, 57, turned it 
on. Hostages William J. Garber, 46, an 
attorney; John J. Hurley, 61, an at- 
torney for Gorham and Jones, and 
Ralph W. Swartz, 38, a Justice Depart- 
ment auditor, jumped on. 


Colquit turned to the last hostage, 24- 


year-old Justice Department secretary 
Debbie Collins. "I said 'take your shoes 
off and let's split." And that's what we 
did." They rode the elevator to free- 
dom. 


Inside, moments after the escape, 


Gorham was on the phone with a re- 
porter. "The goddam mother 
hos- 


tages done slid outta here, you under- 
stand?" he said. "I was off; I was off 
shift, man."

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Crime in the 


United States soared up 15 per cent 
during the first three months of this 
year, the FBI reported today. 


It was the second consecutive period 


reflecting a dramatic increase in the 
national rate of murder, rape, robbery, 
assault, burglary, larceny and auto 
theft, the crime categories measured 
by the FBI in its Uniform Crime Re- 
ports. 


The latest crime surge strengthened 


the pattern forecast by the 16 per cent 
over-all increase during the last three 
months of 1973. By contrast, the full- 
year figures for 1972 showed a 4 per 
cent decline, the first drop in 17 years, 
and the figures for the first nine 
months of 1973 showed the crime rate 
was holding steady. 


FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley said 


the new figures "provide no clues as to 
what is causing the upsurge in crime, 
other than in what areas of the country 
the increases are occurring." 


This means, he said, "that all of us 


in law enforcement, as well as the pub- 
lic, must take a hard look at the situ- 
ation and work together to halt this 
trend." 


The FBI figures, based on statistics 


reported by state and local police 
agencies cross the country, are not con- 
sidered a totally accurate measure of 
crime. The Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Administration has concluded 
from its own polling that the nation ex- 
periences at least twice as much crime 
as the FBI figures reflect. 


The FBI report showed that offenses 


in all seven crime categories totaled 15 
per cent more than in the same period 
a year ago. 


Broken down by categories, the larg- 


est increase was 19 per cent for lar- 
ceny, followed by 15 per cent for bur- 
glary and 10 per cent for rape. Murder 
and assault each rose 7 per cent, auto 
theft 5 per cent and robbery 1 per cent. 


In the breakdown by population, the 


sharpest increases were in communi- 
ties of less than 10,000 where the big- 
gest surge was 33 per cent for murder 
and the smallest 18 per cent for as- 
sault. 


Only cities of more than one million 


showed any significant crime decrease. 
Taken together, big cities reported an 8 
per cent decline in robbery, a 4 per 
cent drop in assault, and a 5 per cent 
decrease in motor vehicle thefts. 


Colson taking turn at impeachment inquiry 


Describes escape

WASHINGTON (AP) - Charles W. 


Colson, once one of President Nixon's 
closets political advisers, is next to 
come up for questioning by the House 
Judiciary Committee Impeachment in- 
quiry. 


Colson, imprisoned for the part he 


played in White House efforts to de- 
fame Daniel Ellsberg for leaking the 
Pentagon Papers, was to appear today 
as the next to last witness the com- 
mittee intends to call. 


After examining Herbert W. Kalm- 


bach, Nixon's former personal law- 
yer, Tuesday, the committee will pre- 
pare for its crucial deliberations, which 
are to start next Monday. A final rec- 
ommendation is expected around July 
30. 


Colson, who held the title special 


counsel to the President, promised to 
tell everything he knows when he 
pleaded guilty June 3, but it is unclear 
what information bearing on impeach- 
ment he will provide. 


The committee also will question Col- 


son about his role in helping arrange 


for a political contribution by the dairy 
industry to Nixon's 1972 campaign. One 
of the allegations the committee is in- 
vestigating is whether Nixon raised the 
milk support prices in 1971 in exchange 
for a $2 million campaign pledge. 


Colson was the White House contact 


man for dairy industry representatives 
during discussions about the contribu- 
tion. Nixon has said he increased milk 
prices because of congressional pres- 
sure, not because of any promise of 
campaign help. 


Colson is serving a one to three year 


prison term for his plea of guilty to a 
felony but is being kept in the Wash- 
ington area so he will be able to testify 
in the Watergate cover-up trial of six 
former White House and re-election 
campaign aides, as well as in the im- 
peachment inquiry. 


In other Watergate-related develop- 


ments: 


—Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R- 


Conn., said he would vote for Nixon's 
conviction in a Senate impeachment 
trial if Nixon refused a Supreme Court 


order to give up Watergate tape record- 
ings. Weicker, a member of the Senate 
Watergate committee, was interviewed 
on the CBS program "Face the Na- 
tion." 


—The Watergate committee issued 


its report Sunday, but did not draw 
conclusions about individual guilt or 
innocence. With that report, the com- 
mittee went out of business. 


—The House committee isexpectedto 


release more impeachment evidence 
this week. 


—The trial of California Lt. Gov. Ed 


Reinecke begins today. He is charged 
with lying to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee about his involvement in trying 
to bring the 1972 Republican National 
convention to San Diego. 


—And, President Nixon reaffirmed 


his support of Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger in connection with the 
wiretapping of 17 officials and news- 
men in 1969 and 1971. Nixon wrote to 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 


Colson repeatedly has denied knowl- 


edge of the Watergate break-in and he 
had left the White House by the time 
the cover-up began unraveling in the 
spring of 1973. 


The committee is interested however, 


in the fact that one of the first things 
Nixon did upon learning of the June 17, 
1972, break-in at Democratic headquar- 
ters was to talk to Colson. 


Nixon telephoned Colson twice from 


Key Biscayne, Fla., June 18 and once 
June 19. On his return to Washington 
June 20, Nixon telephoned Colson three 
times and met with him once. 


The Judiciary Committee has sub- 


poenaed tapes of all Nixon's conversa- 
tions to Colson but has not been given 
any. And none of the edited transcripts 
released by the White House deal with 
Colson conversations. 


But those transcripts are filled with 


references to the tall, assertive lawyer 
who was quoted during the 1972 politi- 
cal campaign as saying he would walk 
over his grandmother to see Nixon 
elected.

year after the accident, the state 
Motor Vehicle Department does not 
include it in its listing of highway 
fatalities 


Tina was 7 years old, short just a 


day, when, on June 17, 1973, she 
pedaled her bicycle into the path of 
a car in front of her house 


On her birthday she went into a 


coma, from which she never awoke 


That day was the start of the 


longest year in the lives of Mr and 
Mrs David Gruber, Tina's parents, 
who lived with the daily thought 
that Tina may never get better 


But they did more than just live 


with it They learned to work with 
her after they took her home from 
St Elizabeth Hospital in August of 
last year 


They learned to manipulate her 


hands and legs and they learned to 
feed her through a tube 


There had never been much hope 


for Tina Doctors had told the Gru 
ber family after the accident that 
the only thing in her favor was her 
age 


There was brain damage, they 


said, and the longer she would stay 
in a coma, the more danger there 
would be of increased damage 


It was not an optimistic picture 


they painted, but the family never- 
theless hoped and prayed and

Despite their grief, they lived as 


if there was a sick little girl in the

Lying there, as quietly as some of 


the toys beside her, Tina reminded 
them of the enchanted princess, a 
story she had heard over and over 
when she had been awake

to comply with state law in effect since 
June 19, which calls for speeds through 
connecting channels to be "slow — no 
wake." 


The committee proposed that the as- 


sociation, the skiers, the lake patrol- 
man and the sheriff's department re- 
write the ordinance to comply with 
current needs and present it to the 
committee for approval and then for 
approval by the county board in August 
or September. 


Rick Hurlbut, president of the skiers, 


appeared with six members of the club.

While many of the budget accounts

a large drop in instructional salaries 
will hold the budget near last year's to- 
tal. 


Taxes to be raised locally are esti- 


mated at $900,000, up from last year's 
$878,500, and general state aid receipts 
are expected to drop about $100,000 to 
$770,000. State aid figures, which are 
based on enrollment, expenditures and 
the district equalized valuation, will 
drop since the school estimates 100 stu- 
dents will transfer to private schools. 


A tentative tax rate has not been set, 


since the state does not release the new 
equalized valuation totals until fall. 


Administration costs will jump from 


$61,582 to $107,925, with salary in- 
creases to administrators and large le- 
gal costs causing that increase. Legal 
fees, which were $16,459 last year, are 
budgeted at $60,000 for 1974-75. The 
board of education has placed a Madi- 


son law firm on a retainer, expecting 
court fights this coming year as a re- 
sult of suits pending from the strike be- 
gun in March by the district's teach- 
ers. 


Instructional costs will be $1,090,167 


for this year compared with $1,226,215 
in 1973-74. Principals received 10 per 
cent raises and the board has added an 
assistant high school principal, but in- 
structional salaries, which were listed 
at $988,166 last year, will drop to 
$810,000 this year. New teachers, who 
have generally less experience than 
strikers they are replacing, are paid on 
a lower scale, according to credits 
earned and years of experience.

White House 
spokesmen have declined to say what 
course Nixon might take.

efits. A union negotiator said other 
unions would honor JAM pickets and 
the airline would be shut down. Na- 
tional serves London and 45 cities in 
the United States with 150 daily flights. 
It employs about 8,000 persons. 


A wage increase of between 17 and 20 


per cent apparently was agreeable to 
both sides but insurance, pensions, ho- 
lidays, and vacation time were the 
sticking points in the ongoing talks. 
Pickets were set up at National's 
Miami headquarters and at airports 
elsewhere in the nation. 


PHOENIX, Ariz - Workers struck 


four of the nation's largest producers 
of copper — American Smelting and 
Refining Co., Magma Copper Co., 
Phelps Dodge Corp and Kennecott 
Copper Co. Pickets went up at a num- 
ber of facilities from coast to coast in- 
cluding Kennecott's openpit mine at 
Midvale, the nation's largest. Several 
smaller firms — Inspiration, Cities 
Service and Miami Copper Co (near 
Miami, Ariz.) — also were being pick- 
eted. 


The United Steelworkers of America 


spearheaded talks for a coalition of 26 
copper unions. ASARCO's operations in 
Maryland and New Jersey were struck 
first after no agreement was reached 
on a new threeyear contract by the 
midnight deadline Sunday. Up to 30,000 
workers could ultimately be idled by 
the strike, about half of them in Ari- 
zona where 52 per cent of the nation's 
copper is mined. 


A 1971 strike shut down copper pro- 


duction in the state for seven weeks. 
Wages are the principal issue. Average 
salaries are about $4.50 hourly in the 
industry An industry spokesman said 
it would take a long-term strike to 
raise copper prices or have impact on 
the average American. 


OHIO: Some 2,000 state employes, 


mostly prison guards and blue-collar 
workers, are striking at seven penal 
centers and five mental health hospi- 
tals. It began at one prison July 6 and 
has gradually spread with more walk- 
outs expected. The Teamsters, one of 
three unions whose members are in- 
volved, sanctioned the strike Sunday. 
The other two unions urged employes 
to work. National Guard troops 
watched over the state's main prison at 
Lucasville, where guards were on 
strike. Courts in several cities have is- 
sued orders restricting picket activity. 


State officials have not sought such 


orders at other sites. Strikers are de- 
manding legislative action to provide a 
31-cent per hour pay increase. Prison 
guards start at $3 52 an hour. A joint 
legislative committee is considering a 
25-cent hourly raise for workers who 
earn less than $12,000 annually. This 
would affect about 69,000 of the state's 
80,000 employes. The committee meets 
again Tuesday. 


BALTIMORE, Md. — The tentative 


settlement to the municipal employes 
strike and agreement on economic is- 
sues in the police dispute were an- 
nounced only hours before a morning 


deadline set by a judge who threatened 
the union leaders with jail terms for 
failing to end the walkouts. Both unions 
also were under heavy fines. 


About one-fourth of the city's 2,400 


patrolmen were off the job Sunday 
night 


Police Commissioner Donald D Po- 


merleau said Sunday that there will be 
no general amnesty and announced he 
had fired 82 officers who were on pro- 
bation when they walked out. He said 
then that any officer wishing to return 
to work could do so without fear of pun- 
ishment. 


Able said today: "We have in effect 


been told by the police commissioner 
that if we settle the strike and go back, 
there will be reprisals taken against us 
... No American could bow to such 
terms and coercion." 


The police had demanded a starting 


wage of $10,000 compared to the 
present $8,761, and a top scale increase 
from the present $11,082 to $13,500 
Sanitation workers demanded a SOcent- 
an-hour increase which officials say- 
would raise their pay to $4 an hour. The 
city offered all employees a 5 5 per cent 
increase in this year's fiscal budget. 


QUINCY, Mass. — An 18-week strike 


of 1,700 production workers at the Gen- 
eral Dynamics Quincy Shipyard moved 
a step closer to resolution with a 77-3 
vote Sunday by the executive board of 
Local 5 of the Shipbuilder's union to ap- 
prove a new three-year contract offer. 
A vote by the rank and file was set for 
Wednesday. If the pact is ratified, 
workers could be back on the job by 
Thursday. The contract reportedly pro- 
vides for substantial pay hikes, but de- 
tails were not available. The shipyard 
has been closed since March 17. 


LORDSTOWN, Ohio - 
About 4,000 


open grievances and 41 local contract 
issues were to be discussed today be- 
tween General Motors Corp. and strik- 
ing United Auto Workers. Local 1112 of- 
ficials said negotiations Sunday 
produced very little. The strike, which 
began Friday, has idled 7,800 hourly 
wage earners at the Chevrolet Vega 
and van truck assembly lines. The 
strike also has forced the adjacent 
Fisher Body fabrication facility, which 
supplies sheetmetal and other parts to 
the assembly plants, to lay off some 
2,800 employes. A strike of three or 
more working days could affect other 
parts suppliers, the company says. 
Senior employes' rights to shift prefer- 
ences, product standards and distribu- 
tion of overtime were among major out- 
standing issues. 


OAKLAND, Calif. - Talks between 


striking bus drivers and the AC Transit 
District broke off over the weekend. 
Amalgamated Transit Union members 
walked off their jobs 13 days ago. A 
number of issues, including a cost-of- 
living escalator clause, remain to be 
resolved. Some 200,000 commuters 
have been stranded by the walkout. The 
union sought a two-year contract with a 
41cent raise the first year and a 60-cent 
boost the second. AC Transit said it is 
m debt and granting the demands 
would force service cutbacks or fare 
hikes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Several 


American firms are going to an inter- 
national exhibition next month in Mos- 
cow with hopes of selling sophisticated 
police and criminology equipment to 
the Soviets. 


Participation by the U.S. companies 


came under fire Sunday from Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., who said 
in a televised interview: 


"Are we getting detente when we are 


going to sell...to the Russians police 
equipment that will help the KGB to 
hold the dissidents even under tighter 
control?" 


Rep. Charles A. Vanik, DOhio, who 


along with Jackson has been pressing 
for tighter controls on export of Ameri- 
can technology to the Soviet Union, has 
called the prospective business deals 
"shocking and unconscionable." 


"A crime control device can easily be 


converted into a weapon of opp'res- 
sion," Vanik declared 
in a House 


speech last week. "It would be tragic if 
oppression in the Soviet Union would 
result from devices and equipment 
stamped: 'Made in America.'" 


Voice Identification Inc. of Sommer- 


ville, N.J., one of the American firms 
participating Aug. 14-28 in the Soviet- 
sponsored 
exhibition, 
"Krimtehnika 


'74," manufactures an advanced elec- 
tronic voiceprint device widely used by 
law enforcement agencies in the United 
States. 


Asked whether he thought the Soviets 


might employ his firm's equipment in 
wiretapping of political dissidents, as 
well as against ordinary criminals, 
William Hughes, vice president of 
Voice Identification, said- 


"Boy, that's a hell of a question It's 


an interesting one. 


"Quite honestly, I am going over 


there to exhibit equipment. I suppose 
they'll want to buy it — I certainly hope 
so, that's the purpose. It's obviously, as 


it is here, an investigatory tool. Now, 
how do they want to use it? I don't 
know. I can't speak for them or their 
system of justice or anything else." 


A State Department official said one 


reason the Soviets are interested in 
American police and criminology 
equipment may be that they face prob- 
lems with production technology. 


Handling Krimtehnika '74 arrange- 


ments for some American companies is 
Welt International, a Chicago exhibit 
management firm that specializes in 
East-West trade. 


However, a spokeswoman for Welt re- 


fused to identify particular U.S. firms 
planning to participate in the exhibi- 
tion. 


"I just don't want to get specific," 


she said. "We don't want to be involved 


in any kind of political bruhaha." 


But The Associated Press has 


learned that other American firms tak- 
ing part in the Moscow show include 
Optronics International, a Massachu- 
setts high-technology concern and 
Fargo International, a major distribu- 
tor of police and municipal equipment. 


A Commerce Department 
official 


said only a general export license was 
needed for shipment to Soviet bloc 
countries of police equipment including 
shotguns and so-called drug "stun 
guns." 


"A lot of this stuff, which can be 


used for crowd control and so on, might 
threaten the individual security of 
somebody over there, I suppose, as it 
could here, but it's not something 
that's going to threaten the United 
States," the official said. 


Babies are successfully 
conceived artificially 


LONDON (AP) - Three normal 


babies born within the last 18 months 
are the world's first to have been suc- 
cessfully conceived in test tubes and 
then placed in the mother's womb to 
mature, a British' gynecology professor 
said today. 


Dr. Douglas Bevis, professor of ob- 


stetrics and gynecology at Leeds Uni- 
versity, said the problem with the tech- 
nique is preparing the womb so that it 
will not reject the fertilized egg. 


He said the three births had been 


successful not because of any medical 
break-through," but because of luck. 
"So many have been attempted that by 
the law of averages some have come 
through. 


Bevis would not name the families or 


the doctors involved, but said at least 


one of the babies was born in Britain. 
He said none of them have any appar- 
ent abnormalities. 


The technique involves taking a num- 


ber of eggs from a woman who cannot 
have children normally because her 
fallopian tubes leading from 
the 


ovaries to the womb are damaged 


The eggs are placed in a nutrient so- 


lution in a test tube Then sperm is 
added. About a week later the eggs are 
replaced in the woman's womb.

because the fertilized egg is flushed out 
of the lining of the womb when the 
woman has her next period Doctors 
are trying to find the secret of how they 
can deceive the womb into a pregnant 
state so the egg can implant itself and 
grow

Archbishop Makarios, a bearded, soft-spoken priest, 


led Cyprus through its bloody war of independence 
from Britain He became its first president and wrs 
beset by the sectarian feuding and terrorism that has 
dogged the island nation ever since it became free 
Makarios was reportedly killed in a military coup 
this morning. 


Born Michael Mouskos at Panayia on Aug 13, 1913, 


he was the son of a poor Greek Cypnot herdsman 
When he was 13, the boy entered the Kykko monastery 
in the Troodos mountains near Panayia, remaining 
there seven years He went to Greece in 1938 to study 
theology and took the name Makarios, meaning 
"blessed," when he became a monk 


He was ordained a priest in 1946, came to the United 


States to study at Boston University and served as a 
priest m Orthodox churches in New England But back 
in Cyprus, he was elected Bishop of Kition and he 
returned home to take up his duties in 1949 


When Makarios leturned to Cyprus, he had two 


missions in mind to spur independence from British 
rule and to reorganize the Cypnot church In 1950, at 
the age of 37, he was elected archbishop — and his 
campaign was on in full 


But Makarios soon ran into opposition from the 


Turkish Cypnot minority because of his support for 
enosis — union with Greece The Turkish Cypnots 
opposed this, as did Turkey, the guardian of the 
Turkish Cypnots' right1; 


The fight he led against the British in the early 1950s 


began with passive resistance, then undergrounds 
were formed to battle the British with smuggled arms 
In 1956, the British seized the archbishop and exiled 
him to the Seychelles Islands He returned in 1959 as 
a national hero and the undisputed leader of the Greek 
Cypnots He was elected president at the end of 1959, 
his term was extended by the House of Representa- 
tives, and in 1968 he was re-elected to another five-year 
term 


Makarios' political ideology had changed since his 


first years back from Boston, and he came to value 
Cypnot self-determination above enosis As president, 
he sought to establish a constitution that protected both 
the Greek Cypnot majority and the Turkish Cypnot 
minority 


But late in 1963 he proposed constitutional changes 


that the Turkish Cypnots considered threats to the 
rights of their minority, and bitter communal warfare 
followed Makarios opposed a Turkish plan to partition 
the island, and in early 1964, a United Nations force 
came in and restored a modicum of order 


The military coup in Greece in April 1967 stirred the 


situation up again, but the U N Security Council 
extended the life of the peacekeeping forces and Greece 
made concessions that helped to quiet the situation 


The Greek Cypnot underground continued 


terrorism, however, aimed at achieving enosis, and 
earlier this month Makarios warned that the 
underground and the Greek military regime might be 
joining forces to overthrow or assassinate him

peat this report in announcing the ap- 
pointment of Sampson 


A Turkish Cypnot radio monitored in 


Ankara said Makarios had survived the 
coup and taken refuge with the United 
Nations force assigned to keep peace 
between Greeks and Turks on the is- 
land 


The Turkish broadcast said Makarios 
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appealed 
to "all loyal Cypnots to 


struggle to end the foreign aggression 
in our homeland " It said he also 
sought United Nations intervention to 
halt "unnecessary 
bloodshed among 


brothers " 


In Greece a military source said the 


Greeek armed forces had been put in a 
state of alert, and in Turkey Premier 
Bulent Ecevit canceled a trip to Tur 
key's Agean area and called an extraor- 
dinary cabinet meeting 


Ecevit declared Turkey "will not let 


any alien touch the Turkish commu- 
nity's basic rights on the island " 


The Greek officers of the National 


Guard were recently accused by Ma- 
karios of supporting the terrorist Eoka- 
B organization, which seeks to unite 
Cyprus with Greece 


Union with Greece, or Enosis, had 


also been an early goal of Makarios, 
but he gave it up in favor of an inde- 
pendent Cyprus because of bitter oppo- 
sition to Enosis by the island's large 
Turkish minority 


Makarios, 60, was the political leader 


for the island's struggle for indepen 
dence from Britain in the 1950s and had 
been president since Cyprus became 
independent on Aug 16, 1960 He had 
been archbishop and head of the Cypr- 
lot Orthodox Church since 1950 


Britain's high commissioner to 


Cyprus, Steven Olver, reported to Lon- 
don that the presidential palace in Ni- 
cosia was under attack, but "there is 
no confirmation on the whe-eabouts of 
President Makarios," a spokesman for 
the British Foreign Office reported 


Olver reported that there was fight- 


ing in Nicosia, the nation's capital, and 
in Limassol He said tanks had sur- 
rounded the Nicosia airport, and the re- 
bel forces had taken over Radio 
Cyprus 


Normal communications with 
the 


Mediterranean island off the south 
coast of Turkey were severed, and the 
international airport at Nicosia was 
closed 


Turkish Premier Ecevit said of Ma- 


karios' reported ouster 
"By utilising 


force, we do not think anyone can 
achieve any political results 


"Though we have no specific and de- 


tailed information on the nature of the 
Cyprus developments, let me express 
m> deepest concern for the reported 
bloodshed " 


In Israel, monitors picked up a 


broadcast identified as coming from 
"Radio Free Cyprus " It said the Na 
tional Guard *had seized Radio Cyprus 
and was broadcasting lies, including 
the report of Makarios' death 


"Everything is lies Makarios is al- 


ive He is alive," the broadcast said 


Radio Cyprus reported the National 


Guard had arrested the entire tactical 
reserve force, including its commander 
and his staff 


This indicated the tactical reserve, a 


national police force set up by Ma 
karios to offset the Greek-led National 
Guard, was resisting the army taKeo- 
ver 


The National Guard warned the pub- 


lic to stay at home and not to obey any 
calls to take part in any rally It pro 
hibited the driving of any vehicles 
other than ambulances and hospital

Courthouse siege continues 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two armed 


convicts today rejected government of- 
fers and pressed their siege in the U S 
District Court cellblock even though 
their seven hostages had escaped 
nearly 24 hours earlier 


The hostages fled Sunday morning 


after enduring 68 hours of captivity 
The escape became possible when au- 
thorities smuggled a key to the hos 
tages 


Justice Department spokesman Mark 


Sheehan said today that Frank Gorham 
Jr turned down a government offer to 
fly Gorham and his partner, Robert N 
Jones, to federal prison medical facil- 
ities in Springfield, Mo , or Marion, 111 


Sheehan cited no reason for the refu- 


sal, but Gorham said in a telephone 
call to radio station WASH that the pair 
sought a prison on the East Coast or 
"Lawrence Coast," presumably mean- 
ing the St Lawrence River 


Before the line was mysenously cut 


off, Gorham said that in addition to the 


geographical demand, the pair wanted 
assurances they would not be separated 
and that they would not be confined to 
solitary 


Negotiations between authorities and 


the two convicts continued through the 
night and into the morning Food also 
was sent down to the prisoners, Shee- 
han said 


Earlier, the government turned off 


the air conditioning in the basement of 
the courthouse at the foot of Capitol 
Hill and briefly turned the furnace on 
The temperatures outside hovered in 
the high 80s 


At 7 p m Sunday, the convicts re- 


leased a woman inmate, Almeda Wash- 
ington, one of several prisoners in the 
detention center caught up in the 
standoff when Gorham and Jones used 
a concealed 22-caliber pistol to take 
over at 2 p m Thursday 


For the first time, the two convicts, 


who had repeatedly told newsmen they 
would kill the hostages if denied safe 


passage from the country, were alone 
in the cellblock 


The convicts had voluntarily released 


one of their original eight hostages 
early Friday and 14 other prisoners 
Saturday morning 


By Sunday morning, Gorham, a 26- 


year-old convicted bank robber and 
one-time Vietnam paratrooper, was 
sleeping Jones, 24, also known as Otis 
Wilkerson and a veteran of a previous 
jail revolt in 1972, was on the phone 
negotiating with Chief Marshal George 
McKmney 


One of the hostages, deputy marshal 


Calvin L 
Mouton, had conceived a 


scheme for escape and relayed it to of- 
ficials in a 7 30 a m telephone call 
Mouton had asked them to smuggle the 
hostages an elevator key in a sanitary 
napkin requested by one of the women 
in the cellblock 


Uncertain of Miss Washington's sym- 


pathies, they had not told her of the 
plan and she said later she was in a dif- 
ferent area at the time 


The package with the key was deliv- 


ered, unsearched, to deputy marshal 
William Colquit The hostages moved 
to a rear elevator out of Jones' sight 


Mouton unlocked the elevator Dep- 


uty marshal Joe Driskell, 57, turned it 
on Hostages William J Garber, 46, an 
attorney, John J Hurley, 61, an at- 
torney for Gorham and Jones, and 
Ralph W Swartz, 38, a Justice Depart- 
ment auditor, jumped on 


Colquit turned to the last hostage, 24- 


year-old Justice Department secretary 
Debbie Collins "I said 'take your shoes 
off and let's split ' And that's what we 
did " They rode the elevator to free- 
dom 


Inside, moments after the escape, 


Gorham was on the phone with a re- 
porter "The goddam mother

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Crime climbing at rapid 
rate, FBI figures show 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Crime in the 


United States soared up 15 per cent 
during the first three months of this 
year, the FBI reported today 


It was the second consecutive period 


reflecting a dramatic increase in the 
national rate of murder, rape, robbery, 
assault, burglary, larceny and auto 
theft, the crime categories measured 
by the FBI in its Uniform Crime Re- 
ports 


The latebi crime surge strengthened 


the pattern forecast by the 16 per cent 
over all increase during the last three 
months of 1973 By contrast, the full 
year figures for 1972 showed a 4 per 
cent decline, the first drop in 17 years, 
and the figures for the first nine 
months of 1973 showed the crime rate 
was holding steady 


FBI Director Clarence M Kelley said 


the new figures "provide no clues as to 
what is causing the upsurge in crime, 
other than in what areas of the country 
the inci eases are occurring " 


This means, he said, "that all of us 


in law enforcement, as well as the pub- 
lic, must take a hard look at the situ 
ation and work together to halt this 
trend " 


The FBI figures, based on statistics 


reported by state and local police 
agencies cross the country, are not con 
sidered a totally accurate measure of 
crime The Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Administration has concluded 
from its own polling that the nation ex- 
periences at least twice as much crime 
as the FBI figures reflect 


The FBI report showed that offenses 


in all seven crime categories totaled 15 
per cent more than in the same period 
a year ago 


Broken down by categories, the larg- 


est increase was 19 per cent for lar- 
ceny, followed by 15 per cent for bur- 
glary and 10 per cent for rape Murder 
and assault each rose 7 per cent, auto 
theft 5 per cent and robbery 1 per cent 


In the breakdown by population, the 


sharpest increases were in communi- 
ties of less than 10,000 where the big- 
gest surge was 33 per cent for murder 
and the smallest 18 per cent for as- 
sault 


Only cities of more than one million 


showed any significant crune decrease 
Taken together, big cities reported an 8 
per cent decline in robbery, a 4 per 
cent drop in assault, and a 5 per cent 
decrease m motor vehicle thefts

It was bright green, just the right 


color for a child whose eyes sought 
brightness. She responded to it, as 
much as she knew how, and there was 
a moment when a touch of hope took 
over the household. 


It was one of the times the family 


again mentioned the time Tina would 
learn to eat and walk and talk and play 
again. 


There were other moments of hope 


during the year when Tina would open 
her blue eyes and move her head a 
little, but it was to be all the family 
could expect. 


Added to the worry were the medical 


bills, which continued to grow. People 
in the area heard about the little girl 
who slept and many came to help. A to- 
tal of $500 was raised in a marathon 
game played by 13 youths in the sum- 
mer recreation program. 


"It was the most wonderful thing 


that had happened to us," Mrs. Gruber 
recalled this morning. "It's difficult to 
imagine that strangers can care that 
much." 


It did marvels for the morale, but it 


didn't accomplish the miracle that was 
truly needed and Tina's condition con- 
tinued to deteriorate.

Premier TanaJco's win no victory 


Premier Kakuei Tanaka and his Liberal-Democratic 


party retained a slim control of the upper house of Parlia- 
ment in general elections in Japan recently. But he just 
may have struck a serious blow to democracy and liberal 
politics. 


The House of Councilors does not have the power of the 


lower house. But when it vetoes legislation inaugurated in 
the lower house, it takes a two thirds vote of the latter to 
over-ride the veto. Tanaka and his party do not have that 
majority, so they waged an all-out campaign for control of 
the Councilors. But their means were shoddy and blatantly 
offensive to many Japanese. 


Although Japanese law restricts campaign spending to 


S65.000, the massive Mitsubishi group of 27 companies was 
widely charged with spending as much as $3.5 million to 
push the election of Ken Saka, a former police official in 
the Premier's office. Other corporations were also re- 
cruited by the Premier to campaign with money and 
energy for hand-picked candidates, many of them inexpe- 
rienced in government or politics but with well-known 
names. A television personality, a comedian and a movie 
actress were among the celebrities running under specific 
support of electronics corporations, automobile manufac- 
turers and leading exporting organizations. 


Tanaka's candidates won — but not overwhelmingly. The 


major reason appears to be not Japanese enthusiasm for 
Tanaka or the Liberal Democrats but their reluctance to 
vote for the opposition parties, the Socialist, the Demo- 
cratic Socialist and the Komeito, or clean government 
party. "We Japanese are basically conservative," a profes- 
sor at Tokyo University explained. "Because the opposition 
has never been in power the people cannot trust them." 


But one group did make headway and it might easily 


have been predicted. The Communists, carefully remaining 
aloof from both Peking or Moscow control, gained seats in 
the House of Councilors. Although still a definite minority 
party, the Communists have been consistently gaining in 
general elections. And, most important, they have gained 
at the expense of the more moderate and reasonable left- 
wing political parties, the Socialist and the Democratic So- 
cialist. 


Cynical manipulation of the democratic political process 


is bad enough in the United States. But in a nation like Ja- 
pan, with no tradition of years of democracy, it could be 
disastrous. 


A prudent debt record 


One of the problems for the attentive citizen in the ap- 


praisal of the performance of his state and local govern- 
ment leaders is the typical absence of comparative data on 
public finance. Thus when the state department of audit 
publishes annual summaries of the debt load of our local 
governments, there is no convenient way for the taxpayer 
to whom the material is directed to know whether it shows 
prudence or profligacy, or whether it i"s merely representa- 
tive. 


The Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance, with its usual apti- 


tude for presenting useful data on public finance trends, 
provides such a comparison in a current bulletin, thus il- 
luminating immensely the meaning of the local debt prac- 
tices. The aggregate of long-term indebtedness for all local 
governments in 1972, which is the most recent total avail- 
able, appears formidable enough at more than $1.7 billions. 
The state debt of nearly one billion, remembering that full 
faith and credit state borrowing was begun under a consti- 
tutional revision only a few years ago, may also startle 
some voters and taxpayers. 


The fact is that the state and its creature localities are 


borrowing more sparingly. A highly relevant additional 
fact is that the per capita equivalent of the state-municipal 
debt is $610, which ranked Wisconsin 29th for 1972 and 
since that time borrowing has been modest. Wisconsin is 
one of the cautious jurisdictions, a fact that most of its resi- 
dents will applaud. 


An epidemic of dog bites 


In some of the larger cities, and even some of the small 


ones with leafy parks, there has been a lot of angry grum- 
bling abou dog feces. Quite obviously it is offensive to the 
parents of romping children or romantics who want to 
stroll barefoot in the grass. 


But the real threat of the growing number of dogs, ac- 


cording to a report to the American Medical Association, is 
much more serious. Dog bites have reached "epidemic" 
proportions. 


Dr. David Harris, associate director of Mount Sinai Hos- 


pital in New York City, reported that the incidence of dog 
bites in that city jumped 33 per cent between 1965 and 1972. 
Similar statistics have come from other major cities such 
as St. Louis, Baltimore and Norfolk, Virginia. Dr. Alan 
Beck, a research associate at Washington University's Cen- 
ter for the Biology of Natural Systems, says that in the last 
twelve years the rate of dog bite has doubled in urban areas 
studied. In Atlanta, for instance, almost a million people a 
year are bitten. New York's 40,000 seems minimal by com- 
parison. 


The obvious reason for more bites are more dogs. But 


there are other factors. The increase in crime rates and 
subsequent fears have meant more interest in big, aggres- 
sive dogs such as German Shepherds and Doberman Pin- 
schers. It must also be suspected that many of the so-called 
guard or attack dogs are poorly trained. If large dogs are 
kept in small spaces, they are more apt to become cross. 
And, according to Dr. Harris, the major dog offenders are 
unleashed, free-ranging, family-owned dogs which come to 
assume a territorial authority over several city blocks. 


In the summer the rates grow too for a number of rea- 


sons. People — and dogs — are more likely to be outside 
and this is especially true of children. Hot weather may 
make dogs more snappish. And a great many children have 
not been properly schooled in regard to dogs. Says Harris, 
"children are taught that dogs are cute, cuddly things so 
they rush up to pet them. It's a good thing bears aren't 
roaming the streets. We'd be having the same trouble with 
them." In fact, the child with a friendly,. easy-going, long- 
suffering dog at home which does not take offense at mis- 
treatment, may be the most likely to be bitten elsewhere. 


For a lot of people seeking the protection of a guard dog, 


a burglar alarm or a recording of a snarling dog would be a 
lot better than the real thing. And neighborhoods would be 
ultimately safer from the threat of dog bites too.

able If that has the tone of a plug, that is the 
intention. 


Meanwhile, the state continues to provide the 


services of a municipal audit bureau which is 
available to examine the financial affairs of lo- 
calities for compliance with the laws, but on an 
optional basis It works in competition with pri- 
vate auditors ad auditing firms and divides the 
"market " 


Over the years the idea of outside exam- 


ination of the financial operations of localities 
has become more widely accepted and for a 
substantial majority of the taxpayers of the 
state such a prudent check on their local 
agencies is now periodically made. 


Yet many gaps remain. Some localities have 


ignored the availability of both private auditors 
and the state service, although it would seem 
that any prudent public official should want as- 
surance of the adequacy of his subordinates' 
behaviuor in handling public money. 


In a time of widespread popular discontent 


with government and politics — for good rea- 
son — the frequent absence of independent fis- 
cal examinations appears as a strange contra- 
diction.

Eight dollars for nine dollars 
I invite the farmers of the area to 


take eight dollars to the grocery store 
and put nine dollars worth of food in 
front of the clerk and see if she will ac- 
cept your eight dollars. I invite them to 
put ninety dollars worth of baler twine 
on the check out counter and try to pay 
for it with eighty and see if they will 
accept it. Try buying a nine hundred 
dollar piece of machinery with eight 
hundred dollars and see if they will ac- 
cept it. Or a ninety thousand dollar 
farm and pay them with eighty thou- 
sand dollars. Check to see if you can 
get the loan at eight per cent instead of 
nine and see if they will accept it. 


I don't think you'll find anybody who 


will accept a deal like that except the 
great American farmer. He would sell

Price marking is 
practical matter 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


Puzzled from Kaukauna asked why 


items on the shelf are changed in price 
as new stock costs increase 


We grocers do not like to change the 


price on items already on the shelf be- 
cause: 


1. A customer can usually tell if an 


item has been changed and becomes ir- 
ritated. 


2. At from $4.00 to $5.00 an hour for 


labor, it costs more in wages to change 
a price on an item already on the shelf 
than what "extra profit" is gained 
through changing it. 


Why do grocers change the price on 


the items on the shelf when new stock 
comes in at a higher cost 


While there are several valid rea- 


sons, the main reason is that most 
stores mark from the shelf. A stocker, 
when putting up a new case of goods, 
does not look up the cost or retail on an 
invoice, he looks at the price marked 
on the item already on the shelf and 
marks the new items the same as the 
item that is already on the shelf. Price 
marking is done this way because it is 
faster than looking up each price, from 
a catalogue. 


Thus, by making price changes to 


items already on the shelf and then 
marking from the shelf, grocers save 
on labor expenses and thus are able to 
bring you groceries at a lower price 
than if we were to do it as "Puzzled" 
suggested.

bombing of Japan in World War II, 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, has died at 83.

instrumental in keeping the U.S. Army

Spaatz 


Air Corps operating after World War I, 
later served as the first Chief of Staff of 
the U.S. Air Force. 


The Air Force said Spaatz died Sun- 


day morning of congestive heart fail- 
ure. 


President Truman named Spaatz 


chief of staff when the independent Air 
Force was created in 1947. Spaatz re- 
tired in 1948 and since then made his 
home in suburban Chevy Chase, Md. 


"His vision, his indomitable courage, 


and the basic purity of his character, 
serve as high inspiration to the mil- 
lions of those who were under his com- 
mand and who cherish his memory 
today, as do all members of the modern 
military," said Sen. Stuart Symington, 
D-Mo., who was secretary of the Air 
Force when Spaatz was chief of staff. 


Spaatz participated in combat oper- 


ations in all theatres during World War 
II and was present at all three surren- 
der ceremonies which ended the war. 


A native of Boyertown, Pa., Spaatz 


graduated from the U.S. Military Aca- 
demy in 1914 and won his wings in 
1916. Despite serving only 19 days at 
the front, he was credited with shooting 
down three German planes in World 
War I and won the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross. 


In World War II Spaatz directed air 


attacks against the Germans in North 
Africa and continued that work in Si- 
cily, Italy and Germany. 


He commanded the U.S. Strategic 


Air Forces in Europe from before D- 
Day until the German surrender, and 
then moved to the Pacific theater to di- 
rect the bombing of Japan. 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower referred 


to Spaatz as "the best air commander I 
know." 


Spaatz once remarked that "a sec- 


ond-best Air Force is like a second-best 
hand at poker — no good at all." 


In addition to the Distinguished Serv- 


ice Cross, Spaatz also held the Legion 
of Merit and the Distinguished Service 
Medal and in 1944 he was made a 
Knight Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire. 


Spaatz is survived by his widow, 


Ruth Harrison Spaatz; three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Walter Bell of London, Mrs. 
Francis Thomas and Mrs. Steven Na- 
gel, both of Washington; and 11 grand- 
children. 


Memorial services will be held 


Tuesday at Andrews Air Force Base 
chapel in nearby Maryland. Burial will 
be in the Air Force Academy Cemetery 
in Colorado. 


Inflation seen 
as worst woe 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - 
Forty- 


eight per cent of the 1,509 Americans 
interviewed by the Gallup Poll said 
they think inflation is the nation's most 
serious problem. 


Six per cent of those interviewed May 


31-June 3 gave top priority to the 
energy crisis. Last January, the energy 
crisis was listed as the No. 1 problem 
by 46 per cent. 


In the January survey, 25 per cent of 


the respondents named inflation as 
their chief concern. 


Fifteen per cent of the participants in 


the most recent poll were more con- 
cerned with "dissatisfaction with and 
lack of trust in government," 11 per 
cent listed corruption in government 
and Watergate" as the nation's most 
serious problem, "crime-lawlessness" 
and "moral decline-lack of religion" 
received 4 per cent each, 3 per cent 
listed "drugs", 19 per cent listed 
"other problems" and 4 per cent of- 
fered no opinion. 


Multiple responses in the June sur- 


vey accounted for an excess of 14 per- 
centage points, bringing the total to 114 
percent.

cide bureau chief, said Sunday. 


Murphy Davis, 16, Buffalo, who po- 


lice said fired the fatal shot, has been 
charged with first-degree manslaugh- 
ter and possession of a dangerous 
weapon. 


Another Buffalo youth, 15, has been 


charged with juvenile delinquency and 
petitioned to Family Court. Police said 
they were seeking statements from two 
more juveniles who they said also knew 
of the plot. 


"Cunningham has been employed at 


the nearby Lackawanna plant of the 
Bethlehem Steel Co. and told the youths 
with whom he plotted he could collect 
disability insurance if he was wounded 
in the leg," Donovan said. 


In their statements to police, "both 


youths said they would be paid a sum 
of 150 if they could obtain a weapon and 
then shoot him (Cunningham) in the 
leg," Donovan said. 


SARK, Channel Islands (AP) - Mi- 


chael Beaumont, the new Seigneur of 
Sark, pledged today to try to keep his 
tiny Channel Island a trouble-free 19th 
century paradise following the death of 
the Dame of Sark. 


"The last thing I want to do is drag 


the island into the 20th century," he de- 
clared. 


Beaumont, a 47-year-old aerospace 


engineer, became the ruler of Britain's 
smallest and oldest dependency on the 
death Sunday of his grandmother, the 
legendary Dame Sybil Hathaway. She 
was the 21st in the line of seigneurs, 
though being a woman her title was La 
Dame. 


Dame Sybil died at the age of 90 after 


ruling the tiny island off the Normandy 
coast for 47 years, shunning Nazi occu- 
pation forces, automobiles, labor 


unions, divorce and income, cigarette 
and liquor taxes. She insisted on keep- 
ing it "a place of peace and quiet" for 
the population, which now totals about 
600, and the 50,000 tourists it attracts 
annually. 


Beaumont said he will quit his 


$14,400-a-year job as a design engineer 
with the British Aircraft Corp. and 
move his family from Bristol, England, 
to the 12-bedroom Seigneurie on the is- 
land. 


"I want to change nothing," he said. 


"I hope to keep the island just as my 
grandmother kept it: peaceful, quiet 
and a beautiful place to live." 


Sark is 3'/2 miles long and l'/2 miles 


wide. Queen Elizabeth I granted it to 
Helier de Carteret, the first seigneur, 
in 1563 with instructions to populate it. 
He established a system of feudal gov- 


ernment that has since been modified 
to include a 52-oember local legislature 
called the Chief Pleas. But the seigneur 
is the final local authority and is an- 
swerable only to Queen Elizabeth II 
and her Privy Council. 


Dame Sybil was a feisty woman who 


fought all her life to keep the more 
troublesome aspects of modern life out 
of her island domain. 


There is hardly any crime; a two- 


man police force and a jail built for two 
is adequate. Divorces are not granted, 
and the only motorized vehicles are the 
tractors on some farms and the electric 
wheelchair the Dame permitted herself 
in recent years because of arthritis. 
But there are telephones and electric- 
ity. "We're not averse to the comforts 
of modern life," she said. 


Only the Dame could keep pigeons so 


the flock would not grow large enough 
to threaten the crops. Only she could 
keep a bitch so that the island would 
not be overrun by dogs. Only she could 
mill corn; she could also call on every 
male islander over 16 to work two days 
a year on the few miles of roads. 


"If I'm a dictator, I'm certainly a be- 


nevolent one," she once said. "I prefer 
to regard myself as head of one big 
happy family with the queen as my 
overlord." 


She was married twice, to Dudley 


Beaumont, who died in 1918, and in 
1929 to Robert Hathaway, an American. 
When the Germans occupied the Chan- 
nel Islands during World War II, they 
imprisoned Hathaway in Germany for 
more than 2l/2 years, but the Dame re- 
fused to collaborate. Hathaway died in 
1954. 


Issuance of floating notes delayed after protests 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A week of 


maneuvering and some high-level arm 
twisting has stalled plans of Citicorp, 
parent company of First National City 
Bank of New York, to offer $850 million 
of notes paying 9.7 per cent interest. 


Home builders, savings and loan in- 


stitutions and federal regulators have 
raised loud voices against the notes, in 
an effort to protect the housing indus- 
try. 


Today the House Banking Committee 


opens hearings on legislation that 
would extend federal regulation to 
notes of the type Citicorp has proposed. 


Rep. Wright Patman, committee 


chairman, has said the Citicorp action 
couldn't have come at a worse time. 


Honors for Kissinger 
MIAMI BEACH (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger will receive 
the American Legion's Distinguished 
Service Award during the organiza- 
tion's 58th annual convention in Miami 
Beach Aug. 16-22. 


He said billions of dollars of other 


corporate notes are contemplated if 
Citicorp succeeds in its plan, further 
disrupting the financial competitive 
situation where thrift institutions are 
held to lower interest rates than savers 
can get on the open market. 


Citicorp plans to sell its notes in 


denominations as small as $5,000 and 
pay 9.7 per cent interest at the outset. 
Later the interest rate would float 1 per 
cent above the rate for U.S. treasury 
bills, which currently earn 
buyers 


about 7.8 percent. 


Federally insured banks and savings 


and loans are paying savers the rates 
fixed by the government: 5 per cent on 
passbook savings at commercial banks 
and 5.25 per cent at savings and loans. 
Savings and loans can pay up to 7.5 per 
cent on $1,000 certificates of deposit, 
which must be held for a typical min- 
imum of four years. There's no ceiling 
on interest for $100,000 certificates. 


The interest rates aren't attracting 


enough money for savings and loans to 
meet the demand for housing. In the 
last three months the excess of with- 


drawals over deposits amounted to $1.1 
billion, and the trend has been under- 
way since last year. New housing starts 
are in the midst of the deepest decline 
on record. 


So when Citicorp announced it would 


sell its floating interest notes, which 
originally could have been redeemed 
anywhere between six months and 15 
years, the home builders and savings 
and loans asked the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission and the Federal 
Reserve Board to block the offering set 
for last Wednesday. 


The regulators said they had no 


power to do that. The savings and loans 
went into court were unable to get im- 
mediate satisfaction. 


In the meantime, however, Federal 


Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns appealed to Citicorp in the pub- 
lic interest to hold off for at least two 
weeks. Citicorp Chairman Walter B. 
Wriston conferred in Washington with 
Burns and Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon. He granted some conces- 
sions, offering a two-year minimum for 
redemption. Burns reiterated his plea 


for a two-week delay. 


Citicorp has not agreed to Burns' 


request for the delay, but also has not 
started to sell the notes.
